Parker,  a graduate'from  BYU 
in  physics,  has  been  collecting 
data  pertaining  to  the  dust  in 
the  air  and  hopes  to  relate  it  to 
weather  conditions.  He  counts 
“condensation  nuclei,”  known 
commonly  as  “dust,”  because 
each  particle  forms  the  nucleus 
for  a drop  of  moisture.  In  this 
way  he  hopes  to  estimate  mois- 
ture. 

THE  EQUIPMENT  Parker 
uses  is  the  most,  advanced  in 
the  field.  It  is  supplied  to  the 
University  by  the  U.S.  Army 
and  was  put  on  the  commercial 
market  only  last  June.  It  is  quite 
portable,  an  advantage  over  old- 
er equipment. 


The  mechanism  measures  par: 
tides  by.  means  of  a photo-elec- 
tric cell  which  shines  through 
a fog  created  with  air  taken 
from  the  particular  vicinity.  It 
will  count  particles  as  small  as 
one-10, 000,000th  centimeter  in 
diameter.

Atomic  Energy  Commission 
Renews  Contract  With  BYU

THE  ATOMIC  Energy  Com- 
mission recently  renewed  an- 
other one-year  contract  with 
Brigham  Young  University’s 
physicist  study  of  shock  waves, 
Physics  Professors  Richard  W. 
Hales  and  E.  John  Eastmond, 
co-directors  of  the  project,  an- 
nounced today. 

The  renewed  contract  budget 
totals  $15,800.  A EC  gave  $18,000 
last  year  for  study  and  to  find 
how  temperature  and  ion  den- 
sity vary  with  time  in  shock 
regions.  An  apparatus  to  create 
shock  waves  has  been  con- 
structed in  the  Eyring  Science 
Center.  Several  tests  have  al- 
ready been  made  on  film  to  ob- 
serve shock  waves. 

FILM  STUDY  was  made  pos- 
sible by  a “streak  camera”  sent 
by  the  Los  Alamos,  N.M.,  A EC 
laboratory.  Though  similar  to 
ordinary  cameras,  the  “streak 
'camera”  uses  a mirror  revolv-
